pee Red ‘Cosas Official | 
Says World Cannot Save 
Many Russians Now. 


‘Paris, September 2.—Colonel Ed- 
ward W. Ryan, American Red Cross 
commissioner in the Baltic states, 
arrived in Paris today from Riga. 

“More than 2,000,000 Russians 


despite all the help the entire world 
can offer, and it is questionable if 
one of them will be a communist,” 
said Colonel Ryan. 

The commissioner estimated that 
the cost of feeding 20,000,000 starv- 
ing Russians a pound of bread daily 
would be $1,000,000 each’ day. He 
said he feared cholera and plague 
would follow the famine and condi- 
tions would be worse in the country 
in February than they now are. 

The first kitchen for the feeding 
of children was established in 
Petrograd today by the American 
relief administration. Walter IL. 
Brown, European director of the 
administration, said in making this 
announcement that another kitchen 
would be opened in Moscow im a 
few days, and that two administra- 
tion steamers had arrived in Petro- 
grad with cargoes of food. 

The American relief administra- 
tion representatives left Moscow to- 
dav for the Volga region. 

The American relief administra- 
tion plans contemplate work in the 
famine area throughout next winter 
and spring with an organization 
of 100 Americans and many natives 
Mr. Brown explained. About twenty 
men will be stationed in. Moscow 
under Colonel William N. Haskell, 
whose appointment as ,director of 
relief administration wérk in Rus- 
sia recently was announced, but 
the great majority of the worl: will 
be done in the Volga region. The 
first American relief administra- 
tion train left Riga: today. accord- 
ing to Mr. Brown, who estimated 
that within ten days there will be 
$000 tons of relief food in Russia.

Washington, September 2.—A re4 
port received at the war depart- 
ment tonight from Brigadier Gen- 
era] Bandholtz in West Virginia, 
said: 

“Airplane reconnaisance upon re- 
turn reported -. everything quiet 
throughout the disturbed area dur- 
ing reconnaissance. Other reports 
indicated that there was at least the 
usual amount of fighting during 
the day.” 

The war department set in mo- 
tion today machimery to apply 
irresistible force to disorderly 
elements the five mining 
counties of West Virginia 
where labor disorders have 
smouldered into what officials term 
insurrection. By ‘train from four 
army camps, an expeditionary troop 
force numbering 2,500 men was 
routed for geparate destinations on 
the edge of the mountain country. 
Brigadier General H. H. Bandholtz, 
the government’s agent on the scene 
has been designated to cOmmand 
the forces. 

Behind the force in motion, Sec- 
retary Weeks said, were as reserves 
another 2,000 mens and bombing 
airplanes which already have ar- 
rived in’ the disturbed area. Pres- 
ident Harding’s proclamation formal- 
ly putting McDowell, Mingo, Logan, 
Kanawha and Boone counties under 
martial law, is in the hands of Gen- 
eral Bandholtz and will be issued at 
the discretion of Secretary ‘Weeks. 

The government’s action in send- 
ing troops into West Virginia, Sec- 
retary Weeks said today, evidently 
had the approval of mine uniea of- 
ficials, as well as the civil authori- 
ties of West. Virginia, who’ had 
asked for, them, He called atten- 
tion to General Bandholtz’s report 
earlier in the day that Phillip Mur- 
ray, international vice president of 
the United Mine Workers, had join- 
ed in urging upon him. the frecom- 
mendation for troops. 


Cahied “Insurrection.” 


“When railroads are closed up and 
armed bands. of men establish them- 
selves in the country, marching to 
and fro, overpowefing resistance,” 
the secretary said, “you may call it 
what you please.

{Special.)}——Perhaps in no way has 
the fiscal revolution in Tennessee, 
due to a2 new and modern tax sys- 
tem inaugurated in 1920, been more 
appreciated than in the advance- 
ment of the interests of the state's | 
3igher institutions of learning, 

At the head of the list is the 
state university system, which in- 
corporates, as it does in Georgia, the 
College of Agriculture. The uni- 
versity system here incorporates 
aiso the College of Engineering, 
which js a most important technical 
school, Coilege of Liberal Arts, and 
80 On. 

When the legislature met in 1921, 
With the tax reform system of 1919 
in full swing and with $1,000,000 in 
university improvements under way, 
provided fonpy a special bond issue, 
the question of adequate mainte- 
Nance for this system Was an acute 
one, With enlarged facilities in al] 
of its diiferential parts, with new 
equipment, new repponsibilities due 
to new post-war conditions, it was 
seen shat a policy of stinting the 
system would not only be foolhardy, 
but economically unwise. The uni- 
versity meant too much to Tennes- 
see; the Agricultural college meant 
tOo much to the farming develop- 
ment of the state; the Engineering 
college too much to the conservation 
and intelligent commercialization of 
the national wealth of the state to 
hamper these institutions by a policy 
of penury in legislative appropria- 
tions. 

ONE MILLION 
FOR MAINTENANCE. 

Under the sliding scale act of 1919 
—a part of the tax reform system 
that had brought a state’s financial 
independence out of chaos and def- 
icit, the segregated tax levy auto- 
matically authorized for the main- 
tenance of the university system 
was not regarded ag sufficient to 
meet the requirements under the 
new order of educational progress. 
By a special act, passed by the 1921 
leSislature, therefore, the University 
of Tennessee was eliminated from 
the provisions of the sliding scale 


[sion department of the College of 


Agriculture has served in a mos6t 
effective way, through short courses 
in agriculture and home economics, 
by means of visits upon the farm 
a in the home by county and home 
démonstration agents, through boys’ 
and girls’ clubs of various kinds, 
adult community organizations, and 
field demonstrations, more than 300,- 
000 people of the state. There are 
approximately 500,000 homes in 
Tennessee. 

The university is endeavoring‘ to 
meet the demands for trained men 
in the rapidly advancing dairy in- 
dustry in that state, and is succeed- 
ing through the College of Agricul- 
ture. 

On April 1, 1919, the University 
of Tennessee took advantage of tne 
offer of the federal government, 
through the state board of voca- 
tional education, to pay half of 
the necessary expenses incurred in 
the establishment and maintenance 


(Of a department for the training of 


teachers of vocatioal agriculture for 
the rural and county high. schools. 

This new department is in the 
College of Agriculture and is 
named the department of agricul- 
tural education. Only studente. in 
the College of Agriculture who are 
interested in a professional way 
are admitted to the group. Others 
who fee] that they may teach agri- 
culture hut are not certain are not 
admitted to the group (agricultural 
education), but arg enrolled in other 
groups and permitted to choose cer- 
tain elections in the professional 
zroup. Through this arrangement 
it is believed that enough men in 
the College of Agriculture will be- 
come interested in agricultural] in- 
Struction for high schoo] students 
60 that the demand for agricultural 
men trained for teaching may be 
met. 

COLLEGE OF ENGINEERING 
SERVING GOOD PURPOSE. 

The College of Engineering has 
furnished many of the leaders in 
manufacture and mining. The 
courses of study are directly in line 
With the activities concerned and 


the college is working in the clos- |, 


est co-oreration with the associa- 


act, leaving under the latter the 
ordinary state tax, highway tax, 
common school tax and high school 
tax. Thereupon the state levy for the 
university maintenance was placed 
at 5 cents on the $100 worth of tax- 
able values. That assessment, which 
amounts to 1-2 mill, as Georgia com- 
putes the tax rate, has been éstab- 
lished, therefore, for the decideum, 


1921-1922, and the forthcoming taxes 
will be paid on that levy. 

Figuring that the assessed valua- 
tions, realty, personalty and pub- 
lic service will reach $2,000,000,000 
in the assessments now being made 
—and this is the estimate, based 
upon $1,940,000,000 in 1920, the main- 
tenance fund for the university by 
direct taxation, will reach $1,000,000 
@ year—and this is the goal sought 
by the legislators when they passed 


the law. 

This is a statement of one southern 
state’s attitude toward her universi- 
ty system, of which the agricultural 
college is a big part, that is worthy 
of careful consideration by every 
Georgian. 

THE UNIVERSITY 
AND DEPARTMENTS. m 

Now a word about the University 
of Tennessee, located at Knoxville, 
and what it does— 

During the war the institution 
was accepted by the government for 
a student army training corps. This 
organization was effected in such 
manner that as to enable the uni- 
versity to change from the S&S. A. T. 
C. course of study after the signing 
of the armistice to the regular 
courses of the various colleges 
which constitute the system witbout 
disruption. 

After the war the university im- 
mediately set itself .to the task 
of reorganizing its colleges and 
courses of study in keeping with 
the high standards of a state univer- 
sity. The departments within the 
various schools and colleges have 
been strengthened by additional 
equipment and instructors. The 
growth of the institution has been 
uniform throughout. : 

The college of liberal arts is a great 
integrating force in the complex or- 
ganization of the university. I co- 
operates with the other colleges in 
furnisHing those courses of study 
that are common to the curricula 
of agrciulture, engineering, educa- 
tion, law, commerce, home economics 
and pre-medicine, It is only through 
properly ani liberally organized arts 
and science courses that adequate 
educational facility can be kept 
alive, growing and available. 

“he College of Liberal arts, which 
always attracts large numbers of 
students, comprehends instruction in 
all. phases of human thought that 
are not distinctly technical or pro- 
fessional in character. In pthis 
college, courses may be selected with 
reference to preparation for the sub- 
sequent study of medicine or law, 
for teaching, or for a business ca- 
reer. 

GREAT ACTIVITIES OF 
AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 

The other colleges of the univer- 
sity are more specific in relation to 
the state's activities. Engaged in 
agriculture are more than ‘8 per 
cent of the population: 73.1 per cent 
of the land area of the state is in 
farms. On the 252,775 farms 19,- 
514,856 acres are tended by more 
than one and one-half million peo- 
ple. In this industry the value of 
all property as recently given by 
the United Stateg census is $1,252,- 
381,620. Delegated to the College 
of Agriculture of the university are 
these vast interests. The ideal of 
research and residen. and extension 
teaching for which a state institu- 
tion stands in all its colleges may 
be illustrated by the organization 
of the College of Agriculture, 

The experiment stations located in 
the three divisions of te are re- 
search institutions. Before the es- 
tablishment of experiment stations 
by congressiona. act in 1887, agricul- 
tural data vital to the nation’s best 


\ 


tions of hese great industries. 
Trades and industry courseg have 
been organized by the state board 
of education in which the univer- 
sity through the College of En- 
Sineering is training the teachers 
and co-operating in every way pos- 
sible. Training classes are main- 
tained at the principal industria} 
centers of.the state and a full-time 
professor of industrial education 
has been employed by the univer- 
sity. He will offer courses to stu- 
dents of the university who wish, 
to prepare as vocational teachers. 
and will in addition, supervise the 
teacher training for the state. 

The university was called on to 
aid the government in the rehabili- 
tation of disab)] ’ soldiers, sailors 
and marines very soon after the 
Close of the war. There are now 
one hundred and forty-four stu- 
dents and sixteen instructors. These 
Students are classified as follows 
Special agriculture, 80; regular ag- 
riculture, 6; special] engineering, 
333 regular engineering, 7; law, 9: 
premedical, 1; medicine, 1; dentis- 
try, 3, and pharmacy, 4: total, 144. 

There are the usua] colleges of 
medicine, dentistry and law, which 
are parts of every great universi- 
ty system.

NOT HAMPERED 
BY PETTY POLITICS. 

The above touchi the high spots 
in a university System, very sim- 
ilar to the university system in 
Georgia, for which the state of 
Tennessee has just provided around 
a million a year for maintenance; 
and hase just completed improve- 
ments to the extent of a million 
dollars. 

Let me mention one other thing 
that Georgians might well consid- 
eT—the u ‘fulness of Tennessee's 
Sreat College of Agriculture is not 
impaired or jeopardized by petty 
politics and prejudices. There js 
the closest and most Worthy co- 
operation between it and the etate 
department of agriculture.

For the Public Schools 


Editor Constitution: I have been 
very much interested in the efforts 
of your Mr. Hollomon to find some 
plan, as he investigates and pub-

I have read so much of late about 
the schools and colleges jn the state 
having to close because the legisla- 
ture never appropriated sufficient 
funds, these questions have occur- 
red to me: Where are the parents 
of the children—boys and girls— 
young men and young ladies of 
Georgia? 

Are they going to let their chil- 
dren grow up in ignorance because 
the state has not appropriated suf- 
ficient money for full schoo! terms? 
Has the school system {n Georgia 
completely relieved the parents of 
the children of the state from all 
parental responsibility? If it ig 
true that the parents of Georgia 
are going to desert their children, 
it occurs to me that the proper 
thing for the governor to do would 
be to call the legislature together 
and get sufficient appropriation to 
buy the parents in the state, each 
an “all-night, all-day sucker,” or a 
“jazz baby,” and put them to bed. 

But before that is done, I would 
cite the plan adopted by the trus- 
tees of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology headed by that grond old 
patriot, ex-Governor N. E. Harris~ 
call on the parents of the children 
throughout the state—ask them to 
be men and women worfhy of the 
name, and supplement what the

Dr. Brady exploded _ so 
many popular health or medical fads 
and fancies, perhaps he will tell us 
that wearing elastic bandages from 
the toes to the knees is useless; or 
that the morning rubbing from the 
feet upward is of no value; or that 
the morning workout to soften the 
arteries a bit is no good. We have 
adopted ail these, one after another, 
when some physician more or less 
eminent suggested them for a mem- 
per. We dok’t bother our own physi- 
cians much any more, for they gen- 
erally sift down and tell us, in ef- 
fect, that there’s nothing to be done 
but await the clot in the brain or 
the gradual giving out of the heart 
or something equally cheerless. If 
we can find one good doctor to treat 
us like human beings we'll elect him 
an honorary member of our club 
when the time comes that he can 
qualify. (T. W. H.)

My daughter, aged 2 years, put a 
kernel of puffed rice in her nose and 
I cannot take it out. What should 
I do about it?. (A. M.) 

Answer—Take her to your physl- 
cian. Children often insert things in 
the nose, and if the foreign body is 
not removed it may set up prolonged 
suppuration. ,One-sided purulent 
discharge from the nose in a young 
child should suggest such a cause, 
and lead to examination by a physi- 
cian who doeg nose and throat work. 

Cats as Carriers. 

If prevention is better than cure, 
how about cats as carriers of tuber- 
culosis? What per cent of cats have 
that disease? (A. M. L.) 

Answer—I know of no evidence 
that cats might carry the bacilli of 
human tuberculosis, and I am un- 
able to inform you whether cats are 
subject to any form of tuberculosis. 
‘ Goitre Preventive. 

What is a good preventive against 
goitre in young girls? (W. A. B.) 

Answer—Very small amounts of 
iodine internally. A drop of tine- 
ture of iodine in a pint of drinking 
water every day*for a month, twice 
a year. Or two or three grains of 
sodium fodine, in a quart of drink- 
ing water, daily for a month, twice 
a year.

Lynching, he said, will cease only 
when negroes etop their attacks on 
white women and when the white 
people reach such a stage of self- 
contro] that they can restrain them- 
selves in favor of the ,law—two 
things that are too deep seated to 
be met by the law alone, but must 
be met by an awakening of public 
conscience and the uplift of the 
two’ races. 

But lynching, he added, was only 
one phase of the mob spirit that 
“ig constantly and industriously 
laying the ax at the root of govern- 
ment.” ‘Labor mobs, though d#iffer- 
ent in their inoeption and make-up, 
were declared to be just ae inim- 
ical to the safety of the nations. 

“The lynching mob is born in a 
whirlwind of passion and survives 
but a day,” he eaid. “In the pres- 
ence of armed forces, it slinks 
away in the darkness and dissolves 
in terror. 

“The labor mob too often is born 
of deliberation and preparation, It 
often lives long enough to exert 
its corrupting influence upon leg- 
islation and administration and to 
secure the universal object of ail 
such mobs. Too often, in defiance 
of arms and constables, it contin- 
ues its work of destruction anda 
murder.” P 

“Lynching,” he declared, “is only 
one of the germs. To attack one 
and leave the other one to safely 
thrive is governmental suicide. An- 
nihilation, not dallying, is the only 
guaranty of national safety.”

OF PHLIPPIES ENDS 


Manila, P. L, September 2.—Ma- 
jor-General Leonard A. Wood and 
Cameron Forbes, sent by President 
Harding to investigate conditions 
in the Philippines for the purpose 
of egg 3 the administration in its 
olicy toward the islands, reached 


anila yesterday, having completed 
a four months’ tour of the archi- 
pelago> 


As soon as a brief confidential 
report is cabled to President Har- 
ding. a final report of the mie- 
sion’s findings will be prepared. 
This is expected to require two or 
three weeks. 

Throughout their tour the investi- 
gators heard expressions of friend- 
liest regard for Americans and 
gratitude for what the United 
States has accomplished in the de- 
velopment of the Filipino peoples. 
A large majority of the lipino 


‘speakers at public meetings advo- 


cated some forms of independence 
under an American rotectorate. 
Only a few declared -for absolute 
independence and a few others de-" 
clared themselves satisfied with the 
present government, The mission 
also received petitions from many 
non-Christian tribes and groups of 
Filipino business men, asking that 
American govereignty be continued. 
The islands of Mindanao and Sulu 
which are inhabited by Moros, who 
are Mohammedans, and by Christian 
Filipinos and pagan hill __ tribes, 
there was found a wide difference 
of opinion on the question of inde- 
pendence. Virtually all the Moros 
and hill tribesmen represented by 
their datos or chiefs, opposed in- 
dependence, according to speakers 
at public meetings. 

On the other hand the Filipinos 
in thesé provinces favored inde- 
pendence. ~ Petitions were presented 
by the Moros asking that the islands 
of Mindanao and Sulu be made 
American territory and some of the 
more radica} datos openly stated 
that they could not be responsible 
for the consequences if their people 
were placed under Filipino rwie. . 
The chief grievance of the Moros 
was against the present school sys- 
tem, which they feared would alien- 
ate their children from the Mo- 
hammedan faith. General Wood 
and Mr. Forbes assured them, how- 
ever, that religion is not taught in 
the public schools in any form and 
adviged them to educate their chil- 
dren as the quickest way to prog- 
ress and happiness. 

On various occasions General 
Wood and Mr. Forbes declared in 
their speeches that the American 
need is many additional American 
educators to instruct Filipino teache 
ers.

The presentments of the jury, of 
which Charles D. Montgomery was 
chairman, were returned Friday just 
before Judge Humphries discharged 
it.

Grand Jury Presentmeats. 

The presentments follow: 

“We, the grand jury of Fulton 
county, convened for the July and 
August term, 1921, peg to submit for 
the consideration of tne court and 
the people of the county the follow- 
ing observations and recommenda- 
tions: ° 

“In examining the criminal busi- 
ness of the county the grand jury 
finds that a large number of crimi- 
nal cases are delayed as to trial be- 
cause it is obviously impossible for 
the present judge and solicitor-gen- 
eral of the criminal division to try 
the large number of cases that of 
necessity have to be brought before 
this court by reason of the present 
arrangement between the four su- 
perior court judges. From the most 
reliable sources of information we 
are able to command we are of the 
opinion that there is substantially 
five times ag much criminal busi- 
ness coming before the present 
judge and solicitor-general of the 
criminal division of the superior 
court of Fulton county as comes be- 
fore any other judge and court of a 
similar nature and jurisdiction in 
this state. 

“The grand jury respectfully sug- 
Sests that the crimina] business be 
divided between the present judges 
of the superior court of Fulton coun- 
ty under such plan and arrangement 
as may seem wise to them. It is the 
opinion of the grand jury that if this 
be done there will be adequate relief 
from the present crowded condition 
of the court, and that the general 
ends of justice would be more ade- 
quately served. The grand jury sug- 
gests that this plan be tried out un- 
til the convening of the next legisla- 
ture, and if it be discovered that the 
Plan suggested does not give relief, 
then it is the opinion of your grand 
jury that an additional judge of the 
criminal division should be asked for 
for this cousty and that our repre- 
sentatives in the legislature be re- 
quested to introduce such bil) as will 
bring abottt the needed relief to this 
court.

The coming of the 
automobiie has wien wks increased 
the problems th which grand 
juries have to deal and give con-! 
sideration, 

“One of the most alarming aspects 
of this whole situation, as it appears 
to the present grand jury, is the ap- 
parent looseness of morale which has 
accompanied the advent of the auto- 
mobile. We doubt if morals can be 
legislated into people. The schools 
and the churches are, of course. as 
they should be, powerful agencies 
for the preservation of @ high stand- 
ard of morals, but we firmly believe 
that this. after all, ts a protijem 
which must be handled in a large 
measure in the homes of the people 
and by the parents themselves. 
Especially do we appeal to the moth- 
ers of our city, and of our country, 
to so influence and direct their sons 
and daughters that there willbe 
thrown around them, during these 
trying times, such influences as lead 
to modesty in speech and conduct 
and in dress, and to all those finer 
qualities which should characterize 
the coming generation. We are 
fully impressed that the courts and 
other corrective agencies are well- 
nigh helpless in the handling of 
these problems. Indictments and 
fines, and even chaingang sentences, 
cannot and will not regwenerate the 
hearts and Jives of people. The time 
has come hen your grand jury 
feels, if our clvilization is to be pre- 
served, that it is necessary to ask 
the people to re-establish in their 


tar. We are convinced thaé@ there 
should be more homelike an@ closer 
home relations between parents and 
their children. We respectfully sus- 
gest that the mothers and fathers 
sould at least insist that their 
daughters dress within the bounds! 
of modesty and common decenc 
when they appear in public, as 
contributing influence in this sericus | 
situation. 

“This problem of improving the 
morals of the coming generation, as 
we see it, is at the bottom of some 
of the problems that have been pre- 
sented to this grand jury, to the 
court and to the public. We believe 
that this is a problem which can he 
solved only when the mothers and 
fathers exercise their jurisdiction as 
parents and control their sons and 
daughters in the old-fashioned way, 
seeing to it that the influences which 
surround them are such as will in- 
still into them right ideals Sf life 
and a high standard of conduet, It 
is not a long step to utter destruc- 
tion of her character and her good 
name when a young girl is allowed 
to go, unchaperoned, riding at night 
in an automobile with a young man. 
If we preserve the right sort of 
civilization in our democracy, the 
young” men and young women must 
be guided and taught by their par- 
ents in all’ those simple virtues 
which lead to right thinking and 
right living. We believe that it is 
time for every mother and every 
father in the land to come to a full 
realization of the conditions that ob- 
tain in our city and county, as evi- 
denced by facts presented to your 
present grand jury during their de- 
liberations. We beg that our par- 
ents and citizens ‘Stop, Look and 
Listen!’ and give their earnest 
thought and attention to these sug- 
gestions and to the solving of these 
momentous problems, the proper so- 
lution of which is so important to 
society. 

Licenses for Chauffeurs, 

“We recommend that the eity of 
Atlanta and the county of Fulton, 
acting jointly, establish in some 
legal way, if possible, a commission 
to consist of three reputable citizens, 
who shall act with the chief of police 
of the city of Atlanta and the chief 


refuse to grant, licenses to all hired 
chauffeurs, taxicab drivers and 
drivers of cars for rent or hire, who 
are residents of Atlanta or Fulton 
county; and all hired chauffeurs, 
taxicab drivers and drivers of cars 
for rent or hire, must have such 
license before they Shall be permit- 
ted to drive any car through the 
streets of Atlanta or over the high- 
ways of Fulton county, it being un- 
derstood that such local license or 
permit must be secured in addition 
to the license which they are re- 
quired to secure from the state of 
Georgia before they are permitted to 
drive apy soline, steam or electric- 
ity propelled car, the operation of 
which endangers the lives of citi- 
zens, through the streets of Atlanta 
and the public highways of Fulton 
county. 

“We also especially request that 
the city council of Atlanta pass such 
ordinance as will give to the city 
recorder power to revoke, for a 
period of mot less than ninety days, 
the license or permit of any chauf- 
feur, taxicab driver or driver of 
cars for rent or hire, or ‘driver of 
any automobile truck, who shall be 
guilty of willful violation of any of 
the traffic laws of this city or of 
this state; and al] who shall be 
guilty of transporting girls for im- 
moral purposes; and al] who shall be 
guilty of transporting, selling or aid- 
ing in the sale of whisky: and all 
who shall knowingly be guilty of 
hauling any article of stolen mer- 
chandise for thieves or robbers. 

Recemmend Hicks’ Suspension. 

“We further recommend. that 
Judge L. H. Hicks, who has been in- 
dicted by this grand jury for the 
offense .of extortion, be suspended 
from the further exercise of the du- 
ties and functions of his office unti} 
such time as he'is able to prove his 
entire innocence of the charge for 
which he has been indicted. _, 

Condemn- Whisky Traffic. 


“We further recommend that the 
city police commissioners and the 
county commissioners, acting joint- 
ly, enter into a working agreement 
in the matter of the suppression of 
the whisky traffic which is .being 
carried on in so many forms and in 
Such, aggravated proportions. We 
repuest that each body furnish for 
this purpose four Plainclothes men 
With machines Who shall ‘devote 
their time, their energies and their 
efforts to the suppression of this 
traffic. We believe that the entire 
public will unanimously indorse 
such extra expense as this recom- 
mendation would entail. We .wish 
to say that in our investigations of 
many crimes it has been our obser- 
vation that in almost every case, 
whatever the crime, one contribut- 
ing factor has been either the sale, 
the use, or the abuse of whisky. 

“We recommend that the city 
council pass such ordinance as will 
pogmene all licensed pawnbrokers, 
before they accept goods from any 

erson, to require such person to 

ave himself identified by at least 
two,citizens of this community. The 
underlying principle of this recom- 
mendation will be obvious to any 
person who will give the matter a 
moment’s thought. We are of the 
opinion that pawn shops and junk 
shops as now conducted actually 
encourage thieves and robbers, since 
it is such an easy matter to dispose 
of stolen goods, 

Fifty Additional Policemen. 

“We wish also to add our recom- 
mendation to the recommendations 
which have already been made by 
other bedies, that the city council 
of Atlanta provide, if possible, for 
fifty additional policemen, who 
shall be’ young, active, honest men; 
and that they be distributed through- 
out this city to help in the enforce- 
ment of the laws and in the preven- 
etion of crime. We are of the opin- 
ion that such an act by the city 
council would be a tremendously re- 
straining factor in reducing al) kinds 
}of violations of the law. Every 
citizen has a right to protection on 
the streets, and every citizen has a 
right to have his property protected. 
We cannot too strongly urge upon

AWARD APPEALED

industrial commission of Georgia 
in the case of Miss Lucile Smith, an 
employee of the Keeiy company, 
who died as the result of a fall 
from a window .of the second storv 
of the store, waz filed in Fulton 
superior court Friday by the Aetna 
Life Insurance company and Keely 
company (employers).

Final Tributes 
Paid Atlantans 
Who FellinWar 


A last tribute to the memory of 
twenty-two southern boys who fell 
in the world war, was paid at the 
Terminal station Friday. In this 
group were the bodies of four At- 
lantans, who fell in battle on the 
fields of France and who. died 
“overseas.” They were Lieutenant 
Charles B. Allen, company C, fourth 
infantry of the third division; 
Lieutenant Eldon F.”~ Brewster, of 
College Park, killed in action at 
Chateau-Thierry in July, 1918; 
Lieutenant Richard H. Whitner, of 
the aviation corps, and Private 
Harvey Dial. who was killed in the 
Argonne in June, 1918. 

Funeral services for Lieutenant 
Allen will be held Sunday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock from St. Anfhony’s 
church in West End. He served in 
five major campaigns on the west- 
ern front: the Aisne defensive, the 
Champagne-Marne defensive, the 
Aisne-Marne offensive and the St. 
Mihiel offensive. On the thirteenth 
day of his last campaign he was 
shot down by Hun shells while at 
the head of the famous third divi- 
sion, near the historic bridge across 
the river Meuse. 

Lieutenant Allen was a graduate 
of Marist college and was one of 
the first Atlanta boys to win a com- 
mission after the outbreak of the 
war. 

Service Bar Sent Widow. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Marie Allen, and two little daugh- 
ters, Elizabeth and Helen, one of 
whom never saw her father. One 
of the most treasured possessions 
of his young widow Is the five-star- 
red service bar sent to her following 
her husband’s death by the com- 
manding officer of his regiment. 

Lieutenant Eildon Brewster fell in 
battle at Chateau-Thierry, at the 
battle which marked the turning 
point of the war. His funeral was 
heid privately Friday afternoon 
from the residence of his father, 
Colonel P. H. Brewster, in College 
Park, with burial in College Park 
cemetery. Surviving him are his 
father, Colonel Brewster, who is 
president of the Atlanta Bar asso- 
ciation; three brothers, P. H., Jr., 
W. E. and Dr. A. H. Brewster, the 
latter of New York, and two sis- 
ters, Mrs. Clarence Wickersham and 
Mrs. Edward Richardson. 

The military career of Lieuten- 
ant Brewster began when he enter- 
ed the first officer’s training camp 
at Fort McPherson. While in train- 
ing, he was seriously injured during 
volunteer work at-the Atlanta fire, 
was later invalided out of the serv- 
ice. He re-enlisted and won his 
commission at the second training 
camp. Shortly afterwards he left 
for “overseas,” where he died from 
wounds received in battle at Cha- 
teau-Thierry. 

Whitner Was Well Known. 

Lieutenant Richard H. Whitner, 
who lost hig life as an aviator on 
the western front, was one of the 
most popular young men in Atlanta 
prior to his entrance in the army. 
His war record “overseas” was a 
succession of brilliant accomplish- 
ments. Thousands of Atlantans 
knew him as “Dick” Whitner. 

Funeral services for Lieutenant 
Whitner will be conducted at 4 
o’clock at Oakland cemetery, where 
he will be laid to rest beside the 
grave of hig mother, the late Mrs. 
Mary H. Whitner, beloved Atlanta 
woman whose death occurred sOme 
years ago. 

Funeral services for Private Dial 
will be held Sunday afternoon at 
Walnut Grove cemetery Mr. Dial, 
who was 27 years old, was a mem- 
ber of the eighty-third company, 
sixth Marinés.
